may do to forcibly bring this m at­ 
ter to the attention of your students 
as an arrest of a minor under this 
section may establish a p olice rec­ 
ord against that p erson which, in 
later years, may p rov e exceedingly 
em barrassing.”

B usiness and economics are not difficult to under­ 
stand p rovided the student s ta rts w ith sim p le p rin­ 
cip les. And the sim p le p rincip les are, equal rules 
for all, equality of exchange, no interference w ith 
any m an’s righ ts to sell his services to the w orld’s 
highest bidder. 


W e only get confused on business when we attem p t 
to, by laws, restrict free exchanges. It is then when 
business becom es com p licated and difficult to un­ 
derstand. Of course, it is im p ossible to be consistent 
and not follow a universal rule. Of course, it is im ­ 
p ossible to understand business when we m ake law s 
to p rotect certain group s, w hen we m ake law s m ak­ 
ing it a crim e to w ork; when we m ake law s m aking 
it a crim e to sell cheap ; when we m ake It a law th a t 
p eop le who destroy w ealth and do not p roduce will 
be rew arded for keep ing things scarce. No one in the 
world can ever understand business and economics 
w ith th is kind of theories. 


And the reason p eop le become confused and con­ 
sent to this kind of thing Is sim p ly because they do 
not understand th at other p eop le have rights. They 
do not understand the very foundation of C hristianity 
and dem ocracy. They come to believe th a t the wel­ 
fare of one Individual or one group is p aram ount 
over the general welfare. 


If the p eop le realized th a t the p ublic Interest m ust 
eternally come before the interest of any individual, 
then these custom s and law s th a t hinder and ob­ 
struc t the free flow of exchanges would not be toler­ 
ated and would not confuse the p eop le as a whole. 
Mr. Scherm an very clearly p oints out th a t our 
only hop e of im p roving our social and economic con­ 
dition its by a concerted effort to inform p eop le gen­ 
erally on the very fundam ental of social p roblems. 
What Can You Do? 
U nder the chap ter of w hat each individual can do 
to contribute to bringing about a better social con­ 
dition, tho auth or of the book says, “Your actions, 
w hether for good or ill, weigh as m uch a s the next 
m a ns in the final count. You can be hap p ily aw are 
th at in this one resp ect, of1 continuously dem onstrat­ 
ing your dep endability, you are p laying your p art 
every day in this great social dram a being run off in 
time, and p laying it well—as the records set forth in 
this book conclusively show.

A gricultural p roduction 
in Mexico has been going dow n for some years. Now 
that, the oil business has gone to p ot since the e x-‘ 
p rop riation there is not m uch left. 
Senor C ardenas w ishes M exican farm lands w ere 
back to th eir form er p roduction. 
He tells the p eona 
they m ust get In and sw eat. 
We do not know how 
to p redict the result of his urging. 
But we do not 
forget th a t the p aisanos have a word for such adviM
